To the inhabitants of the Town of Harrisville in the County 
of Cheshire in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Eagle hall in said 
Harrisville on Tuesday, the twelfth day of March next, at nine- 
thirty of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year en- 
suing. 


2.~ To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appropria- 
tion of the same. 


3. To see what action the town will take in relation to 
PWA and Relief projects submitted to the State Engineer of 
Public Works by the selectmen for approval. 


4. "To see if the town will vote to have its selectmen op- 
pose the permanent abandonment of the railroad should the 
occasion arise and raise money for the same. 


5. To see what action, if any, the town will take regarding 
the purchase of a new truck for highway purposes and the using 
of the present truck remodeled for fire purposes or act in rela- 
tion to the same. 


6. To see if the town wishes to make any change in the 
salary of the road agent or other town officers, or act in any 
manner relating thereto. 
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7. To see if the town will vote to purchase a truck and 
equipment as recommended by the fire department, raise and 
appropriate money for the same, or pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


8. To see if the town will vote to observe Old Home Day 
and make an appropriation of $100.00 for the same. 


9. To see if the town will vote to accept State aid for its 
highways in accordance with Bills now pending in the Legis- 
lature. 


10. To see if the town will vote to install a street light 
near the barber shop. 


11. To see if the town will vote to extend the street lights 
to the Aldworth Farm buildings. 


12. Shall beverages be sold in this town under permits 
granted by the State Liquor Commission under the provisions 
of Chapter 99 of the Laws of 1933, and amendments thereto. 


13. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $50.00 for the purpose of advertising the resourees and nat- 
ural advantages of the town, said sum to be expended under the 
direction of the selectmen, or take any other action relating 
thereto. 


14. To see if the town will appoint a zoning commission 
to consist of five members, to recommend boundaries for zon- 
ing districts in said town and to recommend approximate regu- 
lations therefor, in accordance with the provision of Chapter 42 
of the Public Laws. 


15. To see if the town will vote a sum for the expenses of 
the zoning commission if the town votes to appoint such com- 
mission under the preceding article.
